Presents Combat Flag to LVC

n gratitude for all the help he received from LVC 
during his deployment with the National Guard, SPC 
Michael S. Bixler '11 of Cleona presented a special flag 
to LVC President Stephen C. MacDonald in February. 




MacDonald, also a U.S. Army veteran, said he was honored 
to receive the flag, which had been carried on a Sept. 6, 2009, 
combat mission over Iraq. 

"This flag is a token of my appreciation," Bixler explained. 

Bixler came to LVC as a history major in 2005, but left 
the College after the spring 2008 semester to serve with 
the General Support Aviation Battalion. In January 2010, 
he came home after finishing a nine-month tour of duty 
at Tallil Air Base in Iraq with the 28th Combat Aviation 
Brigade of the Pennsylvania National Guard. He said his 
base was occasionally subjected to rocket fire. 

Bixler, a graduate of Lebanon High School, came to 
LVC on a Lebanon Valley Education Partnership (LVEP) 
scholarship. LVEP is run jointly by Lebanon Valley College 
and the Lebanon School District to encourage secondary 
school students with academic potential and the probable 
need for financial aid to pursue education after high school. 
Until he resumes his studies in the fall, Bixler will continue 
his work servicing Chinook helicopters at Fort Indiantown 
Gap. He hopes to become an army officer after he graduates 
from LVC.

May the men and women you 
command continue to serve on our behalf and always return 
home safely to their families, friends, and loved ones." 

At the same event in Miller Chapel, the student 
organization Colleges Against Cancer was awarded 
LVC s President s Award, which is given annually to a 
student group that contributes to the College mission 
and demonstrates vision, informed decision-making, and 
preparation for a life of service to others.

In his remarks, MacDonald acknowledged that Colleges

of Colleges Against Cancer this past year included: a Breast 
Cancer Awareness Table in the Mund College Center and 
at various athletic events; participation in the Harrisburg- 
based fundraiser 'Strides Against Breast Cancer'; and all 
of the preparations necessary for the Relay for Life. "The 
relay involved more than 500 students from more than 30 
student organizations and raised over $45,000 in and of 
itself," said MacDonald. 

Colleges Against Cancer (CAC) received the 2010 President's Award 
during Founders Day in February. On behalf of the LVC chapter of 
CAC, (I. to r.)

Undergraduate Research Conference 

Held at LVC 



AH Undergraduate Research Conference aimed 
at highlighting and promoting college students' 
research in the social sciences and humanities, 
was held at LVC on Feb. 20. More than 60 
faculty and students presented their work in response to the 
conference theme, "Social Challenges for the 21st Century." 
In addition to LVC, presenters came from Shippensburg 
University, and Dickinson, York, Albright, and Juniata 
colleges. 

"A tradition of undergraduate research has been well 
established in the natural sciences," explained Dr. Christopher 
Dolan, assistant professor of history and political science. 
"We re involved in a nationwide effort to encourage more 
collaboration in the social sciences and humanities." 

Dr. Diane Johnson, assistant professor of political 
science; Dr. John Hinshaw, chair and associate professor of 
history and director of the American Studies Program; and 
Dr. Michael Kitchens, assistant professor of psychology, 
also direct the undergraduate research program and helped 
organize the student conference. 



The conference was funded by Lebanon Valley College s 
Pleet Initiative, which supports research in the humanities 
and social sciences. The Pleet Initiative for Student/Faculty 
Research Across the Curriculum is possible through a 
generous gift from David and Lynn Pleet of Lebanon. Six 
projects involving more than 35 students and 1 1 faculty 
members are currently funded under the Pleet Initiative. 

The Pleet Initiative has enabled LVC students to present at 
two additional national conferences this year. This January, 
Dr. Johnson attended the Southern Political Science 
Association meeting in Atlanta, Ga. Dwight Decker '09, a 
political science major, and Eli Galan '09, a political science 
and physics double major, presented their collaborative 
research. Gabriel Lincoln-DeCusatis '12, a political 
science major, presented his findings at a student research 
conference at SUNY-Oneonta, N.Y., in March and took 
away the best paper award, for which he received a small 
monetary prize.

National Science Foundation Awards Grant to Chemistry 

The National Science Foundation (NSF) awarded a three-year grant worth $144,000 to Dr. Timothy Peelen, assistant professor of 
chemistry, to enable his research group to study new methods for the synthesis of unnatural, Fmoc-protected amino acids.The 
grant, awarded as part of the NSF's Research in Undergraduate Institutions Program, will provide summer research salaries for 
LVC chemistry students, as well as fund new equipment and monies for student and faculty travel to scientific meetings where 
they will present their findings. 
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Dr. Ford Publishes The Offer: 
Stan Pickering Meets the World 



LjT. Art .TOrd 59* professor emeritus of English, has published his 
second novel. The Offer: Stan Pickering Meets the World (Booksurge Publishing, 
2009) tells the story of a middle-aged English professor at a small liberal arts 
college in Ohio who accepts his dissertation advisor s request to scatter his ashes 
in meaningful locations around the world. Stan travels to England, Greece, Syria, 
Malaysia, China, and Russia, depositing his advisor s ashes in locations suitable 
for his departed colleague. 

The novel is partly autobiographical, describing locations that Ford visited 
during a sabbatical in Cambridge, England; during Fulbright appointments 
in Damascus, Syria, and Nanjing, China; and as LVC s dean of international 
programs.

Dietrich Named to Newton and 
Adelaide Burgner Professorship in instrumental Music 




Dr. Johannes Dietrich, director of the lvc 

Symphony Orchestra, was named to the Newton and Adelaide 
Burgner Endowed Professorship in Instrumental Music. LVC 
President Stephen Mac Donald made the announcement before 
a concert featuring the acclaimed Cypress String Quartet from 
San Francisco. The professorship was made possible through the 
generosity of the late Adelaide Sanders Burgner *43> who established 
the fund through a bequest in her will. 

It was fitting that Dietrich (far left) was honored during the 
Cypress String Quartet concert — the quartet s performances and 
half-week residencies at LVC during the last three years were made 
possible by Adelaide and her late husband, Newton Burgner '32, 
as part of The Newton and Adelaide Burgner Endowed Fund for 
Chamber Music. Adelaide Burgner also created The Newton and 
Adelaide Burgner Musical Instrument Endowment Fund "to provide 
a permanent fund for the acquisition of new musical instruments 
and ongoing repairs of musical instruments. " She was the first female 
musician in its history to be admitted into the Reading Symphony 
Orchestra. She persuaded its conductor to hire her in 1932.

Social Justice Institute Held 



The annual Social Justice Institute, held on LVC s 
campus each January, has grown from 14 students in the 
inaugural year to more than 30 students in 2010. The 
institute, co-sponsored by the LVC Office of Multicultural 
Affairs and the Office of Student Activities, enables students 
and staff to learn more about how oppression impacts true 
equality in our society. The three-day diversity leadership 
experience included a trip to New York City to visit human 
and social service agencies, and to explore various neighbor- 
hoods and urban life. 

Students participated in training sessions on issues of social 



justice and examined social identity groups based on race, 
gender, sexual orientation, and socio-economic status. The 
institute provides strong leadership credentials for resume 
enhancement, and participants are eligible to join the Pallas 
Society, a campus-based social justice honor society. 

The success of the institute is being recognized nationally. 
James Felton, LVCs director of multicultural affairs, was 
accepted to co-present with two former LVC colleagues 
at the National American College Personnel Association 
Conference in Boston in March. They presented their work 
with the Social Justice Institute and the Pallas Society.

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Getting to Know Psi Chi: 
The National Honor Society in Psychology 



LV V^> StUQCritS can join and become involved in a 
variety of campus organizations, both social and academic. 
One of the most active organizations at LVC, Psi Chi is a 
national organization that has been around for more than 
80 years. 

The purpose of Psi Chi is to advance the science of psy- 
chology and to encourage, stimulate, and maintain schol- 
arship of individual members in all fields, particularly in 
psychology. Since its development in 1929, more than 300 
chapters have been established in colleges and universities of 
recognized and accredited standing throughout the United 
States. Most of Psi Chi's active members are students. About 
half of these are undergraduates majoring or minoring in 
psychology, and half are psychology graduate students and 
faculty members. All inductees demonstrate scholastic excel- 
lence in the field of psychology. Students who are psychol- 
ogy and psychobiology majors and/or minors who have 
completed nine semester hours of psychology courses, have 
achieved a grade-point average of 3.2 in psychology and 
3.2 overall, and are ranked in the top 35 percent of their 
graduating class are eligible for nomination to Psi Chi. Its 



members sponsor a variety of programs designed to augment 
and enhance the regular curriculum. One such endeavor is 
the Psi Chi Speaker Series, where academic and professional 
psychologists are invited to LVC to speak to students about 
their work. Psi Chi also engages in various service-oriented 
programs (such as spending time with local nursing-home 
residents), attend the annual conference of the Eastern 
Psychological Association each spring (where students pres- 
ent their own research and learn about cutting-edge work in 
all areas of psychology), and hold biweekly organizational 
meetings. The group also takes part in various social activities, 
including the Psychology Department s Holiday Party (at the 
end of the fall semester) and End-Of-The-Year Barbecue (at 
the conclusion of each spring semester), as well as the Col- 
leges Spring Arts Festival. LVCs chapter of Psi Chi is run by 
several student officers (elected to their positions each spring), 
and is advised by Dr. Michelle Niculescu, assistant professor 
of psychology. Prospective members may contact any of these 
individuals for additional information about the organization, 
or see the Psi Chi bulletin board in the department.

Tierney Renews Women's Lacrosse

Trying to build something from the 
ground up, be it a home, business, 
or athletic program, can be an incredibly 
formidable task. 

But as Brianne Tierney can tell you, it is 
not without rewards. 

As the architect/head coach in charge 
of overseeing the first LVC women's 
lacrosse program in 25 years, Tierney has 
shown her players and herself that there 
is great value to be found in the hard 
work required to create something out 
of nothing. 

"It's an exciting process," says Tierney, 
a 2007 graduate of Colgate University. 
"It's new and interesting, but a whole 
lot of fun. The players are happy to be building the program and 
becoming part of a tradition. They are taking a lot of pride in that." 

Tierney knew she had her work cut out for her when she 
was hired in June 2009. "It was a little bit daunting," she 
says. "But I was excited. It is easier to build something from 
nothing than to come into a program where there are already 
expectations." 

Though she was just two years removed from her 
own collegiate days when she came to Lebanon Valley, Tierney 
brought with her impressive coaching and playing credentials. 

The youngest of four children born to Bill Tierney — a legend 
in collegiate men's lacrosse coaching circles after guiding 
Princeton to six national titles— Tierney played on two Patriot 



League championship teams at Colgate. Following her playing 
days, she served as an assistant coach at both Monmouth 
University and the University of California before deciding to 
come to Annville and help revive a women's lacrosse program 
that previously existed from 1975 to 1985. 

" I was excited to put my own spin on things," says 
Tierney, who credited LVC men's lacrosse coach John Haus 
with helping her in the building process. "As a first-time 
head coach, this program will be forever close to my heart, 
regardless of who my first players were." 

As it turned out, her new team started out strong, winning 
four of its first eight games, an admirable achievement under the 
circumstances. And, one of Tierney's players, Hana Krechel '13 f 
was named Middle Atlantic Conference Women's Lacrosse 
Player of the Week during the first two weeks of the season. 

But for Tierney, who comes from an extremely competitive, 
athletic-minded family that includes siblings and fellow 
coaches Brendan, Trevor, and Courtney, the early wins were 
nice, but not necessarily a cause for rejoicing— yet. 

"I think I'm the only one who is not surprised," says Tierney, 
with a laugh. "I wish it was a better record. I have very high 
expectations for this program, myself, and these students. 
However, the big part of it isn't wins and losses, but playing a 
full game and being proud of what you did on the field." 

And, of course, stopping along the way to admire what is 
being created out of all that hard work.

Amid troubling economic times, high school physics teacher 
Dave Todd '97 has some reassuring words for prospective 
Lebanon Valley students and their parents: "You always get 
what you pay for." 

Yes, Todd is well aware that the cost of higher education 
continues to rise, creating a financial strain for those seeking 
to attend college and for the families looking for a way to pay 
for it. 

But Todd, an enthusiastic supporter of LVC admissions and 
physics graduate, also knows that those investing in a four- 
year stay at LVC will see a handsome reward down the road, 
and not just in the form of a well-paying career. 

"I think one of the things I try to get across to high school 
kids is, 'You have to look at quality and value above price,'" 
says Todd, who has taught physics at East Pennsboro High 
School in Enola for the last decade. "The quality of education 
I received at LVC is invaluable," he said. "The faculty refuses 
to not let you learn. You're getting so much better prepared for 
the next step. That's the most important thing to realize." 
Todd has other values he attempts to pass along to his 
students. "I try to model the relationships I have with my 
students to those close, personal relationships I developed 
with Dr. [Michael] Day and Dr. [Barry] Hurst," he notes. "Even 
though their job was to provide me with an education in phys- 
ics, I was always amazed at how much more I learned from 
them." 



Todd backs up his words — and then some — through his 
work as an unofficial recruiter for the LVC Admission Office, 
guiding many East Pennsboro students to LVC during the 
last several years, some of whom have been physics stu- 
dents, joining a department that usually only accepts three to 
five new physics majors per year. 

"It makes me feel good," admits Todd, of the contributions 
he has been able to make, to both his East Pennsboro students 
and his alma mater. "To know I've guided them in that direction 
is a nice feeling," he says, knowing of at least four of his 
former students now attending or recently graduating from 
LVC: Andrew Decker! '13. an economics major; Meredith Long 
'10, a music and music education double major; as well as 
physics majors Colin McKenna '13 and Michael Ardoline '10. 

Todd's efforts are appreciated by prospective students, 
LVC faculty, and the College's Admission Office, says Sue 
Sarisky Jones '92, LVC director of admission. Sarisky Jones 
was particularly impressed with Todd's passion for LVC during 
a recent alumni focus group meeting in Hershey. 

"Dave was a valuable contributor to that meeting," she 
says. "His experiences as an LVC alumnus and as an educator 
make him highly credible. He sincerely and thoughtfully 
voiced his opinions and suggestions. It was evident that he 
was an active participant and that he feels strongly about his 
LVC education." 

But Todd, who lives in Camp Hill with his two sons, 
Cameron and Matthew, and wife, Jennifer, a veterinarian, 
is more than just a physics guy. He's also a longtime youth 
baseball coach, and someone who stresses the value of 
education outside the comfort zone of a student's major. 

That's something he experienced for himself during his 
undergraduate days at LVC, and it is an experience he wishes 
for future Lebanon Valley students. 

"It wasn't all about physics for me," Todd says. "I didn't 
enjoy anything of cultural significance until I arrived at LVC. 
After those experiences, I felt like a more intelligent human 
being. That is a good feeling."

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College Community Aids Earthquake Victims

When the 7.0 magnitude earthquake struck Haiti on Jan. 12, 
2010. it caused catastrophic destruction in and around Port-au- 
Prince, leaving three million people in need of emergency aid. 

While the physical tremors of the earthquake could not be 
felt at LVC, the emotional toll was experienced full force. The 
LVC community immediately stepped up to help. 

"Shortly after the earthquake hit Haiti, a group of more than 
30 concerned students, staff, and faculty members gathered 
to consider actions to take," says The Rev. Dr. Paul Fullmer, LVC 
Chaplain and adjunct assistant professor of religion. "The ideas 
engendered there had both short-term and long-term impacts." 

Concerts, a "30-hour famine," and a swing dance were just 
a few of the events planned to help raise money for Haiti. As 
of April 4, the LVC community had raised $1,145.65. 

In classic LVC fashion, the tight-knit community formed a 
new group to assist Haiti and other communities, nationally 
and internationally, affected by natural disasters. 

"Most impressive, perhaps, are the long-term implications 
of that initial brainstorming meeting," Fullmer explains. "The 
students have formed a nascent organization that they call the 
'Disaster Response Coalition.'" 

The goal of the group is to help bring relief to these 
communities through the gathering of supplies for hygiene 
kits, as well as to increase awareness. For example, the group 
gave a presentation about the needs in Chile after a Feb. 27 
earthquake struck the South Amercian country. 

The coalition already has received provisional status 
from student government. Jimmy Kroll '11 has been named 
president, Sarah Munoz '13 vice president, Becky Gentzler '10 
secretary, and Kim Holt '11 treasurer. 

Fullmer, who is an advisor to the group, is confident the 
Disaster Response Coalition will succeed. 

"The students involved will prove to be a significant resource 
not only in light of the current needs in Haiti and Chile, but also 
as other needs arise around the world," he says. The response 
has especially touched former students and their families. 

"I was very touched to hear from Chaplain Fullmer after he 
heard the news of my loss and by the efforts of the Disaster 
Response Coalition to raise money for Haiti," Monique Anglade '07 
says. 

The earthquake hit especially close to home for Anglade, 
now living in Stroudsburg, who first heard about the 
earthquake on the radio while driving in her car. When she 
learned the severity of the situation, she began to worry 
about her family members living in Haiti. 

Using the popular social-networking site Facebook, 
Anglade was able to learn the fate of her aunt Mireille and 



uncle Georges who were in Haiti. They did not survive the 
earthquake. 

While it was a painful time for Anglade's family, her LVC 
family comforted her. 

"Of course this has been a trying time for me but it is 
only one story. Many people lost families in the earthquake," 
Anglade says. "What's most important is the awareness on 
campus that continues long after the news coverage on TV 
has ended. It will take years to rebuild from the devastating 
damage that occurred." 

The day after the earthquake, Rev. Carolyn Winfrey Gillette 
'82 wrote a hymn, In Haiti, There is Anguish, about the 
devastation that occurred in Haiti. 

"I wrote this hymn quickly, hoping that it could be used to 
encourage churches' prayers for Haiti and support of the relief 
efforts there," Gillette says. 

Thanks to the Internet and other organizations, Gillette's 
hymn quickly went viral worldwide, and in less than a month 
it has been posted on more than 10,000 websites. 

"I am grateful to God that I was able to write this hymn 
and that it is being shared so widely," Gillette says. "In a way, 
this hymn began 30 years ago when I traveled to Haiti on a 
mission trip. Haiti is a country that changed my life." 

Three decades ago, Gillette was a sophomore at LVC and 
traveled to Haiti to help repair homes. 

While in Haiti, the images of malnourishment and poverty 
were burned into her mind. One of the strongest memories 
of the trip was when a mother tried to give Gillette her three- 
year-old daughter. The mother told Gillette that her daughter, 
Micheline, might not survive if she stayed. "I do not know 
what happened to Micheline. I do not know if she survived to 
adulthood. But I wrote this hymn remembering her, and so 
many other children and families that I met in Haiti. I wrote 
this hymn as a prayer for a people in desperate need right 
now," Gillette says. "I hope that our concern for the people of 
Haiti will not be a temporary one that fades when the news 
reporters drift away, but that it will be a lasting commitment to 
people who are our brothers and sisters given to us by God."

Anna Dunkle Faber McVay '48, Professor Emerita of English 



Dr. Anna B> Dunkle Faber McVay '48, of Harrisburg, professor 
emerita of literature at LVC, died Jan. 21 in Harrisburg. She was 
94 and had been retired from the College since 1976. During 
nearly all of the 22 years she taught at the Valley, from 1954 to 
1976, she was known as Dr. Faber, because she was the wife 
of Capt. Elmer W. Faber '62 of the Pennsylvania State Police, 
whom she met and married shortly after her return to her alma 
mater in 1954 as a member of the English Department. 

In her first semester on the faculty at LVC, she met a new 
student who was destined to become a longtime member of 
the College faculty, Dr. Arthur Ford '59, professor emeritus of 
English. "I first met Ann McVay (Dunkle then) on the first day 
of my freshman year. She was my freshman English teacher 
and subsequently, a lasting influence on my career as a college 
English teacher. I found her then, and later as my colleague, 
to be warm, caring, concerned, and above all a consummate 
teacher. For more than 50 years she was a friend," Ford says. 

The late Dr. George B. Struble, of LVC's English Department, 
served as her longtime mentor and friend, she later wrote to the 
College. Her first husband died in 1973, and three years later, 
she married Max R. McVay. "My greatest accomplishment is 
having become a mother at age 60," she wrote to the College, 
referring to the two step-children from her marriage to McVay. 
She retired from LVC a few months after her wedding, and 
the couple settled in San Bernardino, Calif., where they lived 
for 20 years. They took many vacations on freighters — some 
lasting more than two months. Those trips took them all over the 
world, recalls Glenn H.Woods '51, associate professor emeritus of 
English. He also remembers his colleague as being very helpful 
when he joined the English Department in 1965. 

McVay always maintained a connection to the College as 
a member of the Alumni Association and became a charter 
member of LVC's G.W. Miles Rigor Society for donors in 1985. 
That year, knowing she was missing the retirement festivities 
of some of her LVC colleagues, McVay wrote that she hoped 
their retirements would be as happy as hers. After the death of 
her second husband in 1996, she wrote to the College, "I have 
missed the campus, especially the students, very much and 




hope to come East before long." 
She returned to Harrisburg the 
following year, "primarily to 
get away from the heat," she 
wrote. In Harrisburg, she lived 
in a book-lined apartment with 
splendid views of the city and 
Susquehanna River. 

Anna was born Feb. 16, 
1915, in Steelton, daughter of 
Amos W. and Jennie K. (Barnet) 
Dunkle. She graduated from 
Steelton High School and 
worked as a civilian employee 
of the Signal Corps of the U.S. 
Army and Air Force for five 
years. She attended LVC part- 
time as a commuter majoring in 
English. She was a member of 
LVC's Phi Alpha Epsilon Honor Society. 

In the 1948 Quittapahiila yearbook she is described as "tall 
in form and fair of face ... queenly bearing ... a dazzling smile 
... meticulous in dress ... a good listener ... future Pulitzer 
Prize winner ... nice to know." After graduating from the Valley 
in 1948, McVay worked as an assistant librarian at LVC before 
beginning her graduate studies at the University of Wisconsin. 
In 1950, she earned a master's degree in English there, and 
later returned to Annville to serve another year as an assistant 
librarian before going back to the University of Wisconsin to earn 
her doctorate in English/comparative literature. She did post- 
doctoral work with the British Theatre Association in London and 
at the Shakespeare Institute, Stratford-upon-Avon, England. 

McVay is survived by her step-daughter, Nancy J. McVay and 
her husband, Thomas J. Kovich of North Myrtle Beach, S.C.; 
and a step-son, Thomas R. McVay, and his wife, Hillie, of San 
Clemente, Calif.; as well as numerous nieces and nephews. 
Memorial contributions may be made in her name to Lebanon 
Valley College. 
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Historical Association. He volunteered with Meals on Wheels in 
the Manheim area and enjoyed playing the tuba for various bands 
and groups throughout Lancaster County. Fauber was predeceased 
by his wife, Margaret "Peg" Boyd Fauber '41, and a brother, 
Lt. Col. Earl B. Fauber '36. Among others, he is survived by a 
daughter, Stephanie J. Fauber '69. 

Dr. Joseph Cary Touchstone '42 died July 26, 2009, in Rosemont 
at the age of 87. He was born in China where, as the result of a 
malaria epidemic, he received large doses of quinine. This caused 
a loss of hearing at a very young age and he was taught to read lips 
rather than sign.

Wild 
was the church organist for St. Paul Lutheran Church in Millersville 
for 23 years, where she organized and directed the bell choir and 
taught Sunday school. She also directed the junior choir. Wild was a 
founder, president, and charter member of the Millersville Woman's 
Club, a member of the Iris Club, and the Millersville Book Club. 
She was preceded in death by her husband, Harold Wild '47. 

Harold Wild '47 died Aug. 31, 2009, in Columbia at the age of 
88. He retired in 1980 from the Penn Manor School District 
as the K-12 director of music. Previously, he had been the high 
school band director and instrumental music teacher in the same 
district. Wild played the French horn in the Lancaster Symphony 
Orchestra. While in high school and also while a student at LVC, 
he played French horn with the Harrisburg Symphony Orchestra.

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Diane M. Iglesias, Professor of Spanish 



Dr. Diane M. Iglesias of Cleona, professor of Spanish, died suddenly 
at home on Oct. 9 from complications of cancer. Iglesias was 
teaching until about a week before she died, and most people 
in the College community were not aware that she was ill. LVC 
President Stephen C. MacDonald stated at a faculty meeting that 
Iglesias was "a rock of this College" for more than 30 years, a very 
talented teacher, and adds, with regret, that he did not have the 
chance to say goodbye. 

Dr. James Scott, professor emeritus of German and chair of 
the Foreign Languages Department, remembers his longtime 
colleague and friend this way: "Over the years, Diane Iglesias 
built a reputation as an outstanding member of the faculty. As a 
teacher, she engaged her students with her passion for learning 
and her all-surpassing love of Spanish. 

"She had numerous advisees and gave generously of her time 
to help each one overcome the challenges of multiple interests, 
double (and even triple) majors, ending with, 'Yes, I think we can 
work it out so that you can get teaching certification with that 
combination.'" 

Iglesias won state and national recognition for her innovative 
teaching methods, which emphasized the ability to communicate 
rather than to simply memorize grammar and tense. Iglesias gave 
in-service workshops to secondary school faculty on teaching 
topics all across the country. She also was in demand in South 
America and Europe for workshops and presentations for her 
expertise on teaching and for her scholarship on topics such as the 
use of humor in medieval and Renaissance Spain, or theater in the 
Golden Age of Spain. 

In 1989, Iglesias was awarded a Sears-Roebuck Foundation 
Teaching Excellence and Campus Leadership Award, and in 
1991, she was one of six Pennsylvania educators awarded the 
Pennsylvania Academy for the Profession of Teaching's Salute to 
Teachers Award. 

"Teaching is an art," she said in the fall 1996 Valley, "and to 
make it look spontaneous and to keep up the level of energy, you 
have to work very hard to engage the student in front of you... It 
requires a tremendous amount of planning..." 

Susan Verhoek, Ph.D., professor emerita of biology, recalls her 
friend as someone who was "a very gracious lady, and I think 
she tried to inculcate that into her classes. She tried to teach her 
students how to behave." Verhoek also remembers Iglesias as 




being very cultured, 
and the consummate 
professional, who during 
the December 2008 
break "attended MLA 
[Modern Language 
Association] meetings 
to interview prospective 
faculty members despite 
knowing she was ill and 
had to leave her family 
over the holidays." 

Iglesias' students 
were deeply involved 
in planning her campus 
memorial service 
on Oct. 15 in Miller 
Chapel. The service was 
coordinated by the College Chaplain, The Rev. Dr. Paul Fullmer. 

Deanne Horst '11 of Lebanon says she was stunned to hear the 
sad news about her professor's death, but took some comfort in a 
song she heard while listening to a Spanish-language radio station. 
She shared the song, Yo Te Extranare (I Will Miss You), with fellow 
students, and asked that it be included in the memorial program 
and service. 

Horst and other students and faculty shared their affection 
and warm memories of their "Doctora" at the service, and in a 
memorial book that was presented to the Iglesias family. Iglesias 
is survived by her husband, Dr. John H. Heffner, professor 
emeritus of philosophy, who taught at the College from 1972 to 
2005, and two children, a daughter, Carolyn, and a son, Andrew. 

Iglesias was born in New York City and received her bachelors 
and masters degrees from Queens College. She earned her 
doctorate from the City University of New York. Before coming 
to LVC, she taught at Wilson College and several colleges in New 
York. In 1993, she received the Thomas RJjys Vickroy Award 
for Distinguished Teaching at LVC. She published numerous 
professional articles, traveled widely, ami was frequently invited 
to speak at academic conferences. She organized workshops 
for teachers, served as translator and interpreter for several 
organizations, and was active in the community as a popular 
speaker and presenter of children's programs. 
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Walt Smith '61. Director Emeritus of Special Services 




Walter Lake Smith Jr. '61, FQ3 of Palmyra, 
director emeritus of special services at 
LVC, died suddenly Dec. 7, 2009, at the 
age of 70. Smith retired from the College 
in October after 47 years of service in a 
variety of administrative posts. 

LVC President Stephen C. MacDonald 
says, "Walt Smith spent more than a half 
century at the Valley as a student and an 
employee. The College was his life, he 
would say. This school meant everything 
to him, and he reveled in his knowledge of 
the lore of the place. We have lost a great 
friend and colleague in Walt, and we have 
lost a great repository of the College's history as well." 

Two days before his death, Smith followed his usual routine 
of serving as the public address announcer for LVC's ice hockey 
game at the Hersheypark Arena, with his wife, Elizabeth "Betty" 
Brumbaugh Smith '76 at his side as the official scorekeeper. He 
then dashed over to the GIANT Center to work at the official 
scorer's table between the penalty boxes. He had served as 
an off-ice official for the Hershey Bears for the last 45 seasons, 
working in various capacities, including public address announcer 
at the team's old home at Hersheypark Arena. 

Born on July 18, 1939, Smith was the son of Walter L. Smith Sr. 
and Catharine L. Smith of Pleasantville, N.J. In high school, he won 
awards in music and sports, was the conductor of the Pleasantville 
High School choir, and was a member of New Jersey's All-State 
Choir. He also served as a student assistant for sports information, 
was sports editor of the yearbook, and a member of the band. He 
was manager of his high school baseball team for four years. 
While a student at LVC majoring in music education, Smith 
worked for three-and-a-half years as a student assistant in charge 
of sports publicity and sports statistics for the public relations 
office, managed the baseball team, sang in the College and Chapel 
choirs, and was a member of the Chorus and Glee Clubs. Smith 
was also a member of the L Club and Phi Mu Alpha Sinfonia. 

Gregory Stanson '63, vice president emeritus for enrollment 
and student services, was two years behind Smith at LVC, and 
recalled the upperclassman as a "very, very dear friend" who had 
a large music collection and was "very studious" in addition to 
being "very active" on campus. "He was a very talented guy who 



never wanted praise, never wanted the limelight," Stanson says. 

Smith's involvement as a student led to his being hired as the 
College's assistant director of public relations when he graduated 
in 1961. He was responsible for sports publicity and assisted in 
other publicity as needed. In 1963, the duties of coordinator of 
conferences were added to his responsibilities. 

He was very active in the Centennial Fund Campaign in the 
fall of 1964, and in 1965, Smith was named assistant director of 
development at LVC. In 1967, he earned a master of education 
from Temple University. He served in the Pennsylvania Air National 
Guard from 1961 to 1967, attaining the rank of staff sergeant. In 
1969, he accepted a position as associate director of development 
and director of alumni affairs at Bridgewater College in Virginia, 
but he returned to LVC after 16 months when he was appointed 
director of the college center and coordinator of conferences. 
This time, he remained at the Valley for almost 40 years taking 
on various tasks that suited his many talents. In his most recent 
duties as director of special services, Smith was able to use his 
technical and analytical skills to serve the College in various areas 
including public safety, two-way radios, keys/locks, telephones, 
and passenger vehicles. 

LVC Vice President Robert A. Riley worked with Smith at the 
College for the last 21 years. "No one was more devoted to this 
College than Walt," says Riley. "Time and time again during his 
career he stepped forward to fill an institutional need whenever or 
wherever it occurred." Riley, who also served with Smith on the 
Palmyra school board, notes, "No matter what he put his mind to- 
voluntary or paid-Walt always went above and beyond what was 
expected. It was an honor to work with him and to be able to call 
him a friend." 

Smith was an active and longtime member of First United 
Methodist Church of Palmyra; a member of Keystone Masonic 
Lodge #153 F&AM of Linwood, N.J.; and the Annville American 
Legion Post 559. He was a former vice chair of the Lebanon County 
Republican Committee, was elected as the Palmyra Tax Collector, 
and served on the Council of Boy Scout Troop #477, Palmyra. 

In addition to his wife and son, Walter L. Smith III '03, Smith 
is survived by his brother-in-law, Thomas S. Brumbaugh '83. 
Memorial contributions may be made in his name to the Palmyra 
Public Library. 

Phi Mu Alpha Sinfonia held a two-hour memorial concert in 
Smith's honor on May 9 at Kettering Comer Ice Cream Parlor. 
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Keefer served in the U.S. Navy during World War II. He was a 
member of the Hershey Lions Club and the Green Twp. Lions Club, 
where he served as president. He was a member of the Pennsylvania 
State Troopers Association, the Association of Retired Police, the 
Fraternal Order of Police, the Cumberland Valley Lodge #315 in 
Shippensburg, and the Harrisburg Consistory. Keefer also was a 
volunteer for Meals on Wheels. 

Mildred Osinski Teitelman '56 died Dec. 31, 2009, at the age of 
75. She worked as a case aide at Danbury Hospital in Danbury, 
Conn., the New York City Youth Board, and the Camden Home 
for Children in Camden, N.J. Teitelman also worked as a medical 
social worker at the Kennedy Memorial Hospital in Stratford, N.J., 
and for the Samaritan Hospice in Marlton, N.J. She was a long- 
time board member of the Camden County YMCA and a member 
of the National Association of Social Workers.

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Nicole Gallo, Student

Editor's Note: Nicole Gallo, who had completed her freshman year 
as a biology major at Lebanon Valley College, was tragically killed 
by an impaired driver on Aug. 14, 2009. Despite her short time as a 
member of the LVC family, she made a life-long impression on her 
friends and coaches as evidenced by this story and these notes. 

Nicole Gallo was not an average girl. Yes, she went to school, 
played sports, and hung out with friends, but she possessed a 
unique quality-— a characteristic— that set her apart from others. 
This characteristic was apparent to anyone that had crossed 
paths with her, for they, too, were touched by the warmth of her 
sunshine. 

Nicole was tragically killed when she was struck by an impaired 
driver while walking outside the Delaware County Memorial 
Hospital. The woman driving the vehicle is serving up to seven 
years in state prison. 

It is a shame for those who never met Nicole, because her 
classmates, friends, and fellow athletes could not fathom a life 
without knowing her. Individuals that knew her were blessed 
because of the genuine compassion and enthusiasm that she 
displayed in everything she did. As a student and member of the 
track team, Gallo was always cheerful and positive. 

She had a favorite saying which she always quoted, "Put it in a 
bubble and blow it away." 

"It means if you had anything that was bad or really bothering 
you to just put it in a bubble and blow it away because life is 
always going to get better," explains close friend, Jerome Duncan. 
"It actually works," says friend, Johanna Walker '12. 

There is no doubt that this girl was loved by many people. 
The day after the accident, a "RIP Nicole Gallo" Facebook group 
was created in her honor, which now has nearly two thousand 
members. There were more than 1,200 people at her viewing, 
which lasted until midnight, and at her funeral the next day. The 
LVC track team dedicated the season to Nicole and one of her 
friends since elementary school, Kayly Kercy, wrote a song, 
"Nicole's Song," for her and posted it on YouTube. Also at LVC, 
Kenda Huffman '11 and Jen Evans, director of student activities, 
designed and sold memorial t-shirts to benefit the Sunshine 
Scholarship Foundation. The shirts featured a beautiful picture of 
Nicole standing at the entrance gate of the Peace Garden. 




A campus memorial service was held 
in the chapel on Aug. 27, 2009, led by 
Chaplain Fullmer. Following the service, 
Nicole's parents, some of her closest 
LVC friends, and the chaplain blew 
bubbles in the Peace Garden and ate 
"chicken fingers" in the dining hall in 
her memory. The Sunshine Scholarship 
Fund in memory of Nicole Gallo was 
established by Nicole's parents, Donna 
and Stephen, at Archbishop Prendergast 
where she graduated from high school. 



Addendum: The College's track and 
field teams wore navy armbands with Nicole's initials in lime green 
(her favorite color) for every meet this season. According to Head 
Coach Melissa Weidler, "We wore the armbands to celebrate 
Nicole's life and to keep her with us in our thoughts and prayers." 
The team also helped raise money for the Sunshine Foundation. 
In January, the track teams hosted a "Bring Your Kid to the Game" 
day with the ice hockey team. Track athletes hosted tables for face 
painting and bracelet and card making for children at St. Jude's 
Hospital to raise almost $1,000 forThe Sunshine Scholarship Fund. 

During the week of April 12, the teams collected donations 
for the foundation and they held a "Wear Green Day" in Nicole's 
memory. In honor of another of Nicole's favorites, butterflies, 
students and friends colored paper butterflies for display on 
campus. Nicole's family released 100 butterflies at her funeral. 

Weidler notes, "Although Nicole is no longer with us in body, 
her spirit lives on. We talk about her often and miss her beautiful 
smile and contagious personality. She is sorely missed; but, we 
know she would want us to be successful. The team worked hard 
in her honor this season. We will always remember, celebrate, 
and cherish the life she lived with us at LVC. We know our 
little angel looks over us and we want her to be proud of our 
accomplishmen ts."
